Publication Proliferation 


The University of California at Santa Cruz is unique in 
many ways. It is unique in its academic organization, in 
the insulation and beauty of its campus, and in the dedi- 
cation of its faculty, administration, and students to the re- 
alization of the Santa Cruz ideal. The realization of this 
ideal depends in large nart upon the creation of a vocal, 
concerned, and responsible student body. In order for this 
responsible activism to work best there must be some way 
for students to communicate and become informed. This 
newspaper is one means of fostering such communication 
and providing such information. Happily the staff of The 
Fulcrum is not alone in its dedication to the school and the 
attainment of the Santa Cruz ideal. There are several other 
individuals and groups planning to publish news and literary 
‘magazines within either Cowell or Stevenson College. 

Within Cowell there are plans for publication of two se- 
parate literary-opinion-news magazines, one to appear ten 
times a year and the other three times a quarter, as well 
as plans for an academic essay journal to be published once 
a quarter, Within Stevenson there is only one group, at pre- 

' Sent, organized for publication; it wants to publish a political 
commentary-literary magazine, probably biweekly. The 
Fulcrum applauds this exuberance and dedication to the ideal 
of Santa Cruz. : 

However, our applause must be muted by a rational ap- 
praisal of the resources available on this campus an in 
the community. First, it seems visionary to ask a Uni- 
versity of 1300 (or two colleges of 600 and 700) students 
to provide resources to support a newspaper and four se- 
parate literary-opinion-news journals. There is probably 
no other University in the United States that has as many 
publications of similar (or should the word be overlapping) 
format. Can we realistically assume that quality and par- 
ticipation improve in direct proportion to the number o 
publications? : 

Second, we cannot realistically expect the merchants of 
Santa Cruz and the surrounding communities to increase 
their advertisement outlays in proportion to whatever the 
number of publications that suit our fancy, especially when 
the number of readers reached is unchanged (if not di- 
minished) by the number of journals published. It is un- 
fair to put such a manifold burden upon anyone. 

Third, the students of both colleges cannot be expected 
to support financially or through literary contributions this 
proposed surfeit of publications. We may all be very en- 
thusiastic about participation in extra-curricular activities 
but it is really too much to expect the kind of support that 
such a publication plan would require for success. 

There is no doubt that we need both a campus-wide news- 
paper to provide a central source of information and com- 
munication, and come college journals to serve as vehicles 
for publication of articles of literary merit. But anyone 
who might be so bold as to suggest four news and literary 
magazines in addition to a campus newspaper should re- 
examine the financial, creative, and technical resources at 
hand and asses the many other claims on them. After do- 
ing this, one could only conclude that there is a surfeit of 
chiefs and a deficit of finances. We hope that those with 
the creative and technical talent which is needed so very 
much will realize that their present plans would generate 
a Areat deal of newsprint but little quality and that it is 

- tter to publish something of merit than something.

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Ronald Reagan Appears At 


Civic Auditorium 


Ronald Reagan, candidate for 
governor, spoke in Santa Cruz 
at the Civic Auditorium, Oc- 
tober 8th, Reagan gave a thirty 
minute speech and answered 
reporters’ questions, 

‘‘There are no extremists 
on the Right or the Left. | 
don’t think there is a Right 
or Left. There’s an up or 
down, and the up is still the 
basic dream | that caused the 
creation of this country. It 
is up to the ultimate in indi- 
vidual freedom, consistent 
with law and order. And it 
is down with totalitarianism... 
If there are extremists, and 
there are, of course. They 
are extremists that in the 
upper level would be known 
as purists. And those down, 
on the other hand, that are 
willing to trade freedom away, 
to get freedom from, freedom 
from hungar, and freedom 


from want.’? 
Reagan went on to State, 


‘“‘As Governor, I would con- 
sider it my responsibility to 
take the lead in returning our 
universities to their original 
purpose as_— institutions o° 
learning and research, and re- 
storing to them the respect 
they deserve.’* When asked 
to explain this statement, the 
Republican candidate answer- 
ed that he wanted only to pre- 
serve the present system, 
making sure that demonstra- 
tions, such as those at Ber- 
keley, are not one sided and 
that both sides are presented, 
He went on with his statement 
by saying that when politics 
are concerned, a fair chance 
should be given to all sides so 
that students will be able to 
make up their own minds, and 
not be forced into making a 
decision contrary to their be- 
liefs. 

‘We do not need any old 
foggy cures for today’s pro- 
blems. The New Deal was 
medicine for a sick nation, 
but we are not sick today,*’ 
Reagan then went on to expound 
on the status of welfare pro- 
grams and Social Security 
The only fault that he could 
find at present with Social 
Security was that the program 
should keep up with the cost 
of living and should provide 
benefits for those not already 
covered. On the issue of wel- 
fare, Reagan charezed Brown 


with helping to enlarge wel- °1- 


fare roles. Reagan said, 
‘The goal of welfare should 
be to give temporary help to 
those who need it until they 
can find employment.’* Rea- 
gan proposed a new program 
to help solve the problem 
known as JOB, Job Oppor- 
tunities Board. This new 
board, similar to the federal 
government’s , would require 
those who are ‘‘able-bodied"’ 
to work at public institutions 
where the state would place 
them. They would get a check 
‘‘instead of a dole’’ until they 
‘find employment elsewhere, 
This , according to Reagan, 


would halt third and fourth: 


veneration families on wel- 
fare, 

Reagan wants to cut taxes 
in California, for instance; 
‘‘property tax is double that 
of the nation’s average...We 
are losing industry because 
of the inventory tax. Califor- 
nia is the only state with the 
inventory tax.’’ Reagan went 
on to use the Revlon Corpor- 
ation as an example of.a com- 
pany that moved fromLos An- 
geles to Phoenix, Arizona be- 
cause. of this particular tax, 


.’ Reagan cited the tendency in - 


the thinking of some liberals 


who are now in power to see 
the individual as an element 
that exists for the state. As 
an-example of this, he cited 
a proposal for a nationwide 
draft. ‘‘Is there some class 
of genius who can decide what 
a person must do with two 
years of his life while serving 
the country? Who is to say 
what each youth must do for 
the state---that is no better 
than totalitarianism. The state 
exists for the individual; not 

the individual for the state.’’

Legislation restricting the 
governor to two terms would 
be proposed by Reagan if he 
were elected. ‘‘But the people 
do not have to wait for this 
legislation; they can do it in 
November!’’ The Republican 
candidate asked, ‘‘How can 
Brown do in four years what 
he hasn’t already done in 
eight? Out of seventy-nine 
promises Brown made in 1962 
very few were kept.”’ 

Reagan said that sites now 
conserved for the redwoods 
are now adequate for the con- 
servation of the redwoods and 
should not interfere in this 
state issue. ‘‘California didn’t 
need area redevelopment after 
the San Francisco fire, and 
it can be proud of it,’ he said, 
Mr. Reagan is against the pro- 
posed National Park which 
would serve to conserve the 
redwoods of California. Mr. 
Brown has backed the estab- 
lishment of such a park, as 
has been previously outlined 
by Secretary of the Interior 
Udall. 


One of the ‘nost important 
issues of this campaign is that 
of Reagan’s qualifications, 
Reagan has never held a high 
political office, He claims 
that) professional politicians 
are ba’ and that he is not one, 
Reagan claims to be a com- 
mon-sense candidate rather 
than a partv machine. The 
Republican candidate goes on 
to state that +‘ All appoint - 
ments that he would make 
to state offices would be made 
on the basis of experience and 
qualifications, and not on the 
basis of personal lovalties or 
political obligation.

Just as the World Civili- 
zation course gives all Co- 
well’s students a wide back- 
ground in the humanities, tne 
new Language, Culture and 
Society course is intended tu 
give all Stevenson freshmen a 
fundamental background inthe 
social sciences, 

The first quarter of this 
three - quarter, required 
course is taught by Professor 
William F, Shipley, formerly 
of the Berkeley Linguistics 
Department. Mr. Shipley said 
the goal of the course is to 
“look at the wav language 
functions as a basie tool to 
enable the cultural system to 
work for  mankind.'’ The 
‘‘main thread’* of the course. 
continued Shipley, will be in 
analyzing how ‘‘language 
shapes our view of the world" 
and the ‘relation between 
thought and action."* 

The Language, Culture and 
Society course is not at all 
tightly planned, but leaves 
room for innovation. No one 
is quite sure just where it 
will go. Various guest speak - 
ers will give an added. dimen- 
sion, as will the seminar in- 
structors who are associated 
with Mr. Shipley in teaching 
the course, 

The seminar instructors 
normally teach literature, an- 
thropology, sociology, and lin- 
guistics. The seminars will 
be individually oriented to the 
major field of the faculty who 
teach. them, so that each sec- 
tion of students will get dif- 
ferent insights into our lang- 
uage and society, ¥ 

‘‘T hope this course will not 
be an intellectual exercise,’?’ 
said Shipley, ‘but a total turn- 
ing-on by everybody.’ Bythe

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Honor Code Would Allow 
Individual Responsibility 


Santa Cruz began with the 
hope that it could create an 
environment which not only 
added to the student’s intel- 
lectual growth, but to his so- 
cial development as well, 
Now is an opportune time to 
ask whether Santa Cruz’S~so- 
cial development has kept 
Pace with its intellectual ad- 
vancement, 

It is appropriate now be- 
cause Santa Cruz is still 
young, and an attitude of in- 
novation is still prevalent 
here, Unfortunately, when 
one examines the university 
community, one finds aspects 
of the social value system we 
came here to escape, and not 
the badly needed innovations 
we sought. 

It is our hope that the uni- 
versity will not neglect its 
responsibility in developing a 
value system which stresses 
that man must exhibit a con- 
cern and personal Commite 
ment toward his fellow man. 
It is our belief that an honor 
code is the best means of 
implementing this philosophy, 
for an honor code demands 
that an, individual take ulti- 
mate responsibility for his : 
actions, and that his actions 
are governed by his concern 
for the members of his com- 
munity. When a member of 
the community denies needed 
assistance to another mem- 
ber of the community, he muy 
be construed as having vio- 
lated the honor code. In such 
a case both the present laws 
and value systems are Clear- 
lv inadequete 

Such an honor code might 
consist simply of an honor 
council and a statement. to 
the effect that honor is the 
result’ of the acceptance of 
indiviaual responsibility and 
a concern tor others. Any 
problems that might arise 
would be handled through an 
honor coune1l. Not only 
would the honor code affect 
the significance of Interper- 
sonal relationships. but it 
would demand changes in the 
classroom and dorms, 

This council could be com- 
posed of a group of students 
who would justly represent 
the entire student body. They 
would only function when 
someone felt the honor code 
had been violated. Because 
an honor code is governed by 
individual responsibility, tor-

mal rules are in-effect and 
non-existent.

Today UCSC is far from 
the desired ideal of a resi- 
dential college. Nowhere on 
Campus Can a student meet 
a member of the opposite sex 
and listen to music, or study, 
and talk at the same time. 
Instead of this type of pri- 
vacy, places like the Jolly 
Room and dorm lounges must 
be used, and it is their ack- 
nowledged purpose to meet 
the needs of many students. 
Under an honor system mem- 
bers of the opposite sex 
would be allowed in dorm 
rooms without restrictions 
set by Chancellor McHenry. 


Of course, if the residents of - 


a dorm of floor votec against 
this intervisitation, they 
could develop their own rule; 
but at least they, and not 
Chancellor McHenry and the 
Powers that be, would be 
making the rules This is in 
line with our belief that the 
individual must take respon- 
sibility for his actions. 

Last year the students of 
UCSC voted overwhelmingly 
for intervisitation. Two ar- 
guments were raised against 
them. First, that embar- 
rassment to some individuals 
would occur; and second, of 
course, the fear was raised 
that the universitv would be 
promoting Sexual relation- 
ships. Since under an honor 
code each dorm decides its 
Own rules, the argument 
about embarrassment to oth- 
ers loses much of its valid- 
ity. And in merely allowing 
the basic right of privacy, 
the university in no way eith- 
er condones or condemns 
sexual relationships. 

It is worthwhile noting that 
an honor code and residential 
system similar to this pro- 
posal has been in effect at 
U.C. Irvine for a year, and 
seems to be working well. 
But Irvine's success 1s rela- 
tively inconsequential to San- 
ta Cruz. What is important 
is that to make the Santa 
Cruz experiment as meaning - 
ful as possible we must at- 
tempt this innovation.
